Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this 
application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
03/17/2010 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed on 03/17/2010 is entered and 
acknowledged by the examiner. Claims 12, 15, 18, and 24-26 are 
currently pending in the instant application. Claims 1-11, 13, 
14, 16, 17, and 19-23 have been cancelled. 

3. The rejection of claims 12, 15-19, 21, and 23-26 under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) over Hari, Clemens, Ferber, Glotfelter, Kim, and 
Wienand is withdrawn in view of the above amendment and remark 
filed on 03/17/2010. 

Examiner' s Statement of Reason for Allowance 

4. Claims 12, 15, 18, and 24-26 are allowed over the prior art 
of record. 
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5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

6. Initially, the amended "consisting of" language in claims 
12 and 25 are considered to exclude the presence of other 
ingredients in the composition, see Swain v. Crittendon, 332 F 
2d 820,14 1 USPQ 8 11 (CCPA 1964). Currently, there is no prior 
art alone or in combination that teach or suggest a floor 
covering consisting of a conductive or antistatic substrate and 
a transparent topcoating wherein the topcoating consists of a 
polyurethane polymer and between 0.01 and 10% by weight of 
substantially spherical glass particles with a silver conductive 
coating having a mean size between 0.1 and 50 ym as required in 
claims 12 and 25. Based on this rational, claims 12 and 25 are 
allowed over the prior art of record. Claims 15, 18, 24, and 26 
depend from claim 12 and 25; therefore, claims 15, 18, 24, and 

2 6 are allowed based on their dependencies.
